In the Portuguese exhibit there was quite a 
fine display ef flax and hemp, including many 
varieties in different stages of preparation. The 
fibres are too well known to claim attention here. 
From the African and Indian possessions of Por- 
tugal were several fibres that are almost un- 
known to commerce, and others that have been 
in use for some time. Among these latter may 
be mentioned Pineapple filaments from Angolia 
and Mozambique, Africa; Banana fibre _ from 
Angola, where the plants grow spontaneously

and in great abundance; and fibres from the | 


leaves of the Dendem Palm tree from Cape Verd 
and Mozambique, Africa, and also from India. 
Among the plants that belong principally, if not 


entirely, to Africa, three may be especially men- | 


tioned. From the Ife Tree, Sanseviera Ango- 
lensis, a native of Angola, a fibre is obtained 


which is used in the manufacture of cables and | 


ropes. It is prepared very much in the same 
manner as flax. This tree belongs to the order 
Liliaceze of the sub-tribe Alvineze, which plants 
principally inhabit South Africa. Another fibre 
of tropical Africa is Adansonia digitata, Baobab, 
called in Angola, whence the specimen was sent, 
Imbondiero. This tree is remarkable for its size, 
and especially for the enormous thickness of the 
trunk, ‘‘the circumference being sometimes one 
hundred feet.” It was formerly supposed that 
this tree grew slowly and was. 
lived, but 
fact. The fibre is obtained from the bark, is 
very strong, and is used for the manufacture of 
rope and also of coarse cloths, from which bags 
are made. From a plant of the order Asclepia- 
dace, called by the natives Mundono, fibre is 
obtained that is used in Angola for the manufac- 
ture of a cloth which is a substitute for linen. 
From another plant, Quiboca, a native of Angola, 
a fibre is obtained that very much resembles flax 
fibrein appearance. This plant frequently attains 
a height of over nine feet. The fibre is used for 
the manufacture of cloth and other articles. 
There were also several other fibres from Angola, 
among which those obtained from the following 
plants are worthy of mention: White and Yel- 
low Quibcri, Quizunzo, Quifuche, Quifinei, 
Diolo.

| the West Indies its cultivation has been success- 


very large and complete, including as it did 
both the East and West Indies and Australia, of 
which mention has already been made. Also in- 
cluded in this section was the exhibit of fibres 


from the Botanical Gardens in the Island of Mau- | 
ritius. The specimens numbered about fifty, and | 


many of them well deserved mention. The speci- 
mens belonging to the Musa family were more 
numerous than those of any other, and consisted 
of nine varieties. Some of these have already 
been described in other exhibits, as the Musa 
textiles, Musa paradisiaca, and others; but 
Strelitzia regina, Heliconia gigantea, and 
Urania (Ravenala) Madagascariensis, are new. 
Strelitzia regina is a native of South Africa, and 
Heliconia gigantea of tropical America. Raven- 
ala Madagascariensis is said to be the finest 
species of thisfamily. Its popular name of Travel- 
ers’-tree is due to the reservoir of the leaf- 
sheaths, in which a limpid and fresh water col- 
lects, which may be obtained by pressing the 
base of the petiole. The pulpy aril of the seed, 
remarkable for its magnificent blue color, yields 
an abundant volatile oil. Like all of this family, 
the petioles of the leaves of these plants are 
formed of very tenacious fibres. 

From the order Sterculiacee, in which so many 
of the Australian fibre plants were included, 
were several species, of which the following may 
be especially mentioned: Theobroma cacao is 
peculiar to America, but is cultivated in Asia 
and Africa. It is especially valuable for its 
seeds, from which are obtained a fixed and solid 
oil, called cacao butter, and other valuable pro- 
ducts. There were also fibres from Pterospermum 
acerifolium, Guazuma ulmifolia, and Melochia 
liliacefolia, the last-named belonging to South 
Africa. 

Of Palm fibres there were specimens from 
Livistona Mauritiana, Latania aurea) Sagus 
Ruffia, and Sagus saccherifera, the last two 
familiarly known as Sago Palms. There were 
four specimens of the genus Sanseviera, order 
Liliaceswe, 8S. zebrina, 8. Zeylanica, 8. latifolia, 
and §. Cylindrica, all of which abound in ex- 
tremely fine textile fibres. Of the order Pan- 
dane there was only one specimen, Pandanus

Of the order Malva- 
cee four varieties, and of Agaves from America 
three varieties, A. Americana, A. Mexicana, and 
Fourcroya gigantea. 

Of miscellaneous plants, the following may be 
mentioned: Cordia myxa, an Asiatic tree culti- 
vated in very ancient times by the Egyptians 
for its medicinal properties; Alpinia magnifica, 
a plant which grows very abundantly in tropical 
Africa; Ixora corylifolia, of the order Rubiacee, 


| and Carludovica palmata. This last named 


plant belongs to the order Cyclanthee, which 
grows exclusively in tropical America. Carlu- 
dovica flourishes in the damp forests of Ecuador, 
Peru and the United States of Colombia, South 
America. From the leaves a much valued straw 
is obtained, which is used in the manufacture of 
Quayaquil or Panama hats. Many of these 
fibres have never been used as paper materials, 
but it would seem that some of them are worthy 
of a trial, especially those that are already ex* 
tensively cultivated for other purposes. There 
was also a specimen of the well known fibre 
plant, Boehmeria nivea, and also of a species of 
Mulberry, Morus tartarica.

fully introduced. It is said that there are over 
one hundred and seventy varieties of Bamboo, 
many of them familiarly known as canes, and 
wherever heat and moisture exist some species is 
generally found. In the United States some 
varieties are found in great abundance in what 
are locally known as cane brakes, which are 
most frequent in the Southern States along river 
banks and in swampy ground. Pulp manu- 
factured from these canes has been in use for 
several years, three separate companies having 
been formed specially for its manufacture. 

In the Belgian exhibit was a case of assorted 
paper stock sent by John Pfeffer. This consisted 
of eighty-four different grades, ranging from 
the finest white linen rags to samples of waste 
made up of old iron, broken glass and old shoes. 
This exhibit shows a very good classification of 
paper stock. The exhibitor also claims that he 
is able to disinfect the stock by means of 
chemicals, so as to prevent any smell or danger 
from contagious diseases.

Machinery for the Treatment of Jute 
Fibre. 


The Paper Makers’ Monthly Journal says: 
‘A new machine for cleaning the ends of all 
long vegetable fibre, such as hemp and jute, but 
specially intended for the treatment of the latter, 
the root end of which is very heavy, has lately 
been patented in England, and in India by 
Messrs. McKean and McGrath. The makers 
are Messrs. Fairbairn & Co., Leeds. 
fibre, after being separated from the cane or 
is sent from the growing districts in 
‘drums’ or bundles, principally to Calcutta, 
where it is sold in the Bazaar to shippers, re- 
moved to the press or baling establishment for 
sorting and preparing for export. According to 
the nature of the soil in which the fibre has 
grown, there is more or less coarse red fibre on 
the lower part or butt. In the higher qualities a 
length of from 4 inches to 12 inches of this root is 
cut off and thrown aside as cuttings, while the 
good portion is made into small bundles or hanks 
known as ‘streaks,’ and twisted and doubled in 
two. The cuttings or butts are baled separately, 
and are almost entirely sold for making paper, 
as the fibre is so short as to be useless to the 
spinner, except in the case of the longest 
cuttings, when the low price tempts him to use 
a small proportion of them for heavy sacking 
weft yarns. This cutting process is considered 
wasteful, for several reasons—First, so much of 
the jute is rendered valueless for spinning; 
second, the natives do not exercise sufficient 
judgment in cutfing off the proper quantity; 
third, the difficulty of getting this done forces 
some balers to cut very little or none of their 
jute, and to sell it at a reduced price with the 
roots on; fourth, a square cut end is left on the

400 feet. A belt thus moving with a velocity of 
1,000 feet can transmit one-horse power with a 
strain of 3 pounds; and when moving at the 
rate of 400) feet, it will transmit one-horse power 
with a strain of 82 pounds. An inch belt can 
easily stand this strain, but to this has to be 
added the strain of stretching to prevent slipping 


on the pulleys, and this strain may be considera- | 


ble. This is the reason why for small engines 
the belts wider, and sometimes even 
double the width that would be strictly required. 

Still one point must be noticed, namely, how 
much of the pulley is embraced by the belt. If 
less than 180 deg. is embraced, the danger of slip- 
ping is much greater than if a little over 180 deg.

I have known many mills to be troubled as 
your correspondent ‘‘ H. Lucian” is in regard to 
knotty stock, and in every case a great deal of 
hard stock was used. The more hard stock the 
more knots. The remedy lies in the agitator. If 
it has a number of upright pieces on it, and 
carries the stuff around the chest, as it will cer- 
tainly do, the stuff, instead of passing through 
it as it should, will surely be knotty, especially if 
there is much hard stock in it. I have never seen 
an agitator with the upright pieces do any good 
yet, and have often changed them by putting 
horizontal pieces on, and my trouble was ended. 
It makes no difference whether the stock is sized 
or not, as far as making knots is concerned.

Obituary. 


Enos HOWLAND. 

Enos Howland, of the firm of Howland & 
Co., paper manufacturers, Sandy Hill, N, Y., 
died on Sunday, March 27. Mr. Howland was 
one of the most wealthy and enterprising 
citizens in his part of the State, and was connect- 
ed with several public institutions. He was a 
hard-working man in his earlier years, and by 
honest and persevering industry acquired the 
competency he afterwards enjoyed. Many years | 
since, in company with his brother, he was the 
proprietor of a printing office in Sandy Hill, 
where he published Miller’s ‘‘ Second Coming of

WILLIAM Woop. 


William Wood, the book publisher, died on 
Monday at the house of his son, on Sixty-first 
street, in this city. He was the third son of 
Samuel Wood, an English Quaker, who came to 
New York in 1803 and established a book shop, 
where he sold cotton goods also, at No. 362 Pearl 
street. This was the foundation of the book 
publishing house of William Wood & Son. In 
1822 Samuel Wood had removed to No. 261 Pearl 
street, had established a printing office in con- 
nection with his book shop, and then made as 
well as sold books. Two of his sons, Samuel 8. 
Wood and John Wood, were already partners of 
their father; and in the spring of the year 1822 
William Wood was admitted to the firm. He 
took a great interest in medical writings, and it 
was he who secured for the house its reputation 
among medical men. The shop on Pear! street 
was the resort of notable physicians and surgeons, 
such as Drs. Francis, Hosack, Mitchell, Mott and 


Stevens. William Wood retired from business 
in 1868. He had established the Medical Record, 
a weekly journal of medicine and surgery, and 


the American Journal of Obstetrics, both of 
which are publications of importance. During 
his management of the business also the house 
issued many valuable medical books. He was

A New Paper-Making Material. 


The San Francisco Evening Bulletin says: 
There is considerable probability that the re- 
cent discoveries connected with the tree popu- 
larly known as the Desert Palm will enure 
greatly to the industrial wealth of California. 
The scientific name of the tree, whose fibres 
show a peculiar adaptability for paper-making, 
is the yucca dragonis, The existence of the tree 
has long been known to teamsters crossing the 
Mojave Desert, bordering on the counties of Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino, They had noticed 
the peculiar toughness of the fibre, but never 
dreamed that it could be put to any practical 
use. The discovery of its wonderful properties. 
for paper-making was reserved to Judge George 
B. Walker. For nearly five years he was ex- 
perimenting with it, but the isolated place in 
which the yucca dragonis was found growing in 
abundance prevented him from introducing the 
material to the attention of capitalists. 

The construction of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road has afforded the opportunity to Judge 
Walker to make known his discovery. The road 
passes through the Mojave Desert, where, for 
something like 40,000 to 50,000 square miles, there 
is little vegetation excepting this desert palm. 
The tree grows to the height of about 20 feet, 
and frequently possesses a diameter of fifteen or 
eighteen inches. There is little fear of the sup- 
ply becoming exhausted for a generation, even 
though this California product should supply 
paper-making material for the whole United 
States. And the trees have the same properties 
which characterize the cedars and pines of the 
mountains. When one is cut down there will 
spring up around the stump a host of smaller 
trees. 

All the tree except the bark and leaves is 
available for paper-making. The fibre bleaches 
easily, and what is very desirable in a paper- 
making substance, it felts well, and cooks well, 
as the phrases are. From the fact that this 
desert where it is so prolific is mainly alkaline, 
the fibre contains no resinous substance, and 
therefore turns out a clear quality of paper. 
Some specimens manufactured at the Lick Mill, 
near San Jose, have been brought to this office 
for inspection. The white paper appears suited 
for newspaper purposes, and the browner de- 
scriptions are equal to any wrapping paper we 
have seen. Mr. Walker has erected a mill in the 
Soledad Canyon, six miles from the entrance to 
the desert, and having enlisted capital in his en- 
terprise, proposes to manufacture paper with the

process proper ly secured by letters patent. W 
Ss. Flick, a gentleman well known in San Fran- 
cisco, has connected himself with Judge Walker 
in this business. 

This class of vegetation is not an entirely new | 
thing in paper-making. The proprietor of Lloyd's, 
a penny paper published in London, with a cir- 
culation running up into the hundreds of thou- 
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sands, has a plantation and paper mill in Alge- | ¥ 


ria, where a similar tree flourishes. Mr. Walker 
is confident that a superior class of writing pa- 
per can be made from the yucca dragonis on ac- 
count of the facile manner in which it receives 
the clay necessary to produce a smooth finish. 
The pulp from this fibre has been tested in Phil- 
adelphia with results quite as satisfactory as at- 
tended the experiments at the Lick Mill. The 
promise is, therefore, that an important industry 
will be developed, and that thousands of acres in 
the Mojave Desert heretofore conceived to be 
useless, will have considerable value. It is also 
probable that the fibre can be turned to account 
for other purposes. Its felting qualities which 
render it valuable for paper-making are equally 
important in the manufacture of rope and such 
ike fabrics.
